All Together for Good 


Viewed at short range by sight, 
Romans 8:28 is a perplexing text. Most 
Christians know it well and often take 
comfort from it. But when we are 
Teally in the grip of “the hot pincers of 
trouble” (Alexander McLaren’s phrase), 
that comfort will crumble to pieces un- 
less we look at the text in the light of 
Heaven instead of the light of reason. 
We must take the long-range view of 
it, remembering that “we walk by faith, 
not by sight” (2 Cor. 5:7). Let us pause 
to analyze the text and get its full mean- 
ing. For whom is it intended? It is 
meant for “them that love God, to 
them who are the called according 
to his purpose.” The context shows 
clearly that these are all who have re- 
celved the Lord Jesus Christ as their 
Saviour and put their whole trust in 

It does not say, “To them that 
are sinless, who never make mistakes, 
Whose brethren, can find no fault in 
them.” If the Devil says to _us, “That 
text is not for you, you are unworthy 
of it,” let us rout him with the fact that 
we love God, that we are called ac- 
cording to His purpose, not our own. 





It is all who belong to Christ who have 
the right to the first half of the verse, 
“And we know that all things work to- 
gether for good.” But even this can 
only be understood by faith in the light 
of eternity. Some of the things that 
shake the confidence of Christians in 
this verse are automobile accidents to 
Christians, cancer, injuries received in 
the midst of duty, pain that has to be 
lived with, misunderstandings among 
brethren, disagreements among sound 
theologians, church divisions, the pros- 
perity of the wicked. But there are 
ways in which all of these and many 
more trials can work together for good 
to them that love God. They do so if 
they force us to our knees in more 
frequent, earnest, and really wrestling 
prayer; if they drive us back to the 
Word of God again and again, so that 
we diligently search out the precious 
promises and find them sweeter than 
ever before, and have them branded 
on our hearts and memories, as it were, 
by fire; if they enlarge our sympathy 
toward other sufferers and make us 
more disposed to be kind and tender- 
hearted toward everyone; if they cut 
loose the ties that bind us to this earth 
and cause us to set our affections more 
continually and completely on things 
above; if they cause us more eagerly

than ever to be “looking for that 
blessed. hope, and the glorious appear- 
ing of the great God and our Saviour 
Jesus Christ; who gave himself for us, 
that he might redeem us from. all in- 
iquity, and purify unto himself a pe- 
culiar people, zealous of good works” 
(Titus 2:13, 14). And let us remember 
that this great text is not based on 
speculation or even hope alone, but on 
the solid foundation of divinely given 
knowledge. The word “know” is the 
same here as that used in verse 22: 
“For we know that the whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain together 
until now.” Any thoughtful person will 
agree to that! The verb means “to 
know (intuitively) without effort, to 
understand.” In other words it is axio- 
matic in the things of God. Moreover, 
it sometimes takes weeks, or months, 
or years to see how certain trials have 
really been working together for our 
good, for “hindsight is better than fore- 
sight.” So, as we go on through the 
confusion, the hurry and bustle, the 
hurly-burly, the changes, and the many 
trials that are an inevitable part of this 
earthly life, let us stand by faith on 
this great fact, looking up, “unto Jesus 
the author and finisher of our faith,” 
asking Him to teach us by His Spirit 
the lessons we need to learn.

Suffering 


By Stephen £. Slocum, Jr. 


VERSHADOWING all other enig- 

mas that face the world is that of 

suffering, a looming specter for 
which mankind seems to have no ade- 
quate answer. To the Christian, how- 
ever, the Bible reveals that suffering is 
inescapably entwined with the unfold- 
ing program of redemption. It is the 
ever-present backdrop against which 
man has acted out the drama of his life 
ever since God’s judgment at the en- 
trance of sin into this world. 

At the same time, the Bible also re- 
veals that God uses the sufferings of 
the Christian in many different ways 
and for a multitude of different pur- 
poses. In view of the amazing truth 
that in this age Christ indwells the be-

liever (Col. 1:27), it has pleased God 
to provide in the New Testament an ex- 
tensive and detailed revelation of His 
purposes for the suffering that comes 
into the lives of His children. Thus, 
God desires that we understand certain 
truths vital to the subject, because the 
extent of our understanding determines 
not only the effectiveness of His use of 
the suffering in our life’, but also our 
capacity to find solace in Him. 


I. A Proper ATTITUDE TOWARD SUFFERING 


A proper attitude on the part of the 
Christian seems to be the very first es- 
sential for God’s effective use of suffer- 
ing for His purposes. For a Christian 
to feel that it always denotes sin in 
one’s life, or lack of faith, or a loss of 
God’s favor is to have an attitude that 
almost entirely obscures the real sig- 
nificance behind the experience. How- 


ever, any of these is far superior to 
that all-too-common one where suffer- 
ing is endured with a shrug as some- 
thing governed simply by chance. The 
latter does injustice to the very person 
of God who demonstrated His interest 
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in the affairs of mankind by the gift of 
His beloved Son. 

The proper Christian attitude, then, 
is one that acknowledges God in ab- 
solute control, and that everything 
which comes into the life of a Christian 
is either by God’s divine permission, 
or through His divine direction. The 
very key lies in the believer’s heartfelt 
recognition that nothing “shall separate 
us from the love of Christ” (Rom. 8: 
35). The believer may be assured that 
all his suffering is encompassed, by the 
infinite love of God. 


II. A Proper RESPONSE TO SUFFERING 


The Bible also promises that great 
blessing can come through suffering. 
The Christian, however, often forfeits 
most or all of the benefits by respond- 
ing improperly. The error in most such 
cases seems to be that the benefits from 
suffering are considered as automat- 
ically bestowed. It is believed that if 
one can just endure the suffering, then 
blessing will automatically follow. How- 
ever, the Bible teaches that in every 
instance a proper response is essential 
if the promised benefits are to accrue. 
For example, in 2 Corinthians 1:3-7 
Paul reminds us that it is first neces- 
sary for the believer to have been 
comforted by God in his own distress 
before he is able properly to carry on 
a ministry of comforting others. To 
endure is not enough. As someone has 
said, “Not somehow, but triumphantly!” 

Hebrews 12 offers another illustration 
that a proper response to suffering is 
the prerequisite to expected blessings. 
The passage tells how a Christian 
should view the chastening of the Lord 
and, in concluding, declares that “all 
chastening seemeth for the present to 
be not joyous but grievous; yet after- 
ward it yieldeth peaceable fruit unto 
them that have been exercised thereby” 
(Heb. 12:11, A.S.V.). Here both the 
benefits and the proper response for 
such benefits are linked together in- 
separably. In order to obtain the 
“peaceable fruit” it is mecessary that 
the Christian first be “exercised.” 
Rather than a rebellious, or a passive, 
attitude in suffering, the believer is to 
recognize that God is using this as a 
means of chastening and react in such 
a way that the sin in his life is judged 
and fellowship is restored. This and 
only this leads to the “peaceable fruit” 
so promised. 

Scripture also tells us that it is pos- 
sible for the Christian to suffer vainly. 
Whenever the individual Christian does 
not have a proper response to suffer- 
ing, the accompanying benefits are for- 
feited and, in essence, the suffering has 
been wasted. Galatians 3:4 (A.S.V.) 
finds Paul asking, “Did ye suffer so 
many things in vain?” The sad fact is 
that, even though in vain, they never- 
theless must still be endured. This 
type of suffering in the life of the child 
of God is a major.calamity. 

Therefore, not only a proper attitude 
but also a proper response appears es- 
sential if the Christian is to receive the 
benefits that God intends for him 


through the experience.

III. ScrripTuRAL ENCOURAGEMENTS IN 
SUFFERING 


Whereas the world can offer only 
pious platitudes, God provides His own 
with specific promises as encourage- 
ment in these days of suffering. 

A Definite Purpose. First of all, God 
uses suffering for a purpose, and this 


fact gives the Christian a real incentive © 


to bear such without either resignation 
or rebellion. Since there is no such 
thing as aimless suffering in the life of 
the child of God, “let them .. . that 
suffer according to the will of God com- 
mit their souls in well-doing unto a 
faithful Creator” (1 Pet. 4:19, A.S.V.). 

The thought that most of the suffer- 
ing. of this world is endured without 
any spiritual value is staggering to con- 
template. Except for that which pre- 
pares the heart for the effective en- 
trance of the Gospel, the suffering of 
the unsaved seems to be without eternal 
purpose. The Christian shudders to 
think of how it must be to face the 
suffering common to this “faithless and 
perverse generation” without being able 
to cast all anxiety upon Him, confident 
that He careth (1 Pet. 5:7). It should 
be of great encouragement to the Chris- 
tian, therefore, that his suffering is used 
for a purpose in the plan of God. 

A Definite Duration. Coupled with 
this assurance is the declaration of 
Scripture that the sufferings of this life 
are just “for a little while” (1 Pet., 1: 
6, A.S.V.). God reassures His child 
that there is a definite duration to the 
suffering which seems so difficult now. 
As F. B. Meyer put it, “Judged by the 
measureless span of eternity, they are 
but for a season, and will pass as com- 
pletely from memory as the clouds of 
early morning before the meridian 
glory of a long summer day.” Know- 
ing that the sufferings are but “for a 
moment” (2 Cor. 4:17) encourages the 
Christian to face them with steadfast- 
ness for he knows that the time is com- 
ing soon when there will be no more 
death, sorrow, pain, or tears (Rev. 21: 
4). 

A Definite Limitation. At the same 
time, no matter how overpowering the 
suffering may seem, no matter how 
sharp ‘the anguish, no matter how in- 
terminable the period, God has de- 
clared that He has set the limits be- 
cause He knows our infirmities (Heb. 
4:15). His Word promises that even 
though we may be persecuted, we are 
not forsaken. Although we may be 
cast down, He will not allow us to be 
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destroyed (2 Cor. 4:9). Thus reassured, 
the Christian, though perplexed by his 
suffering, need not be in despair, be. 
cause God is faithful who has deter. 
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He will not allow us to be tested. 
A Definite Blessing. ‘Furthermore,

AUL, in writing to the church in 
P Rome, refers to himself as “a serv- 
ant of Jesus Christ, called to be 
an apostle” (Rom. 1:1). Any Christian 
businessman would do well to consider 
himself, likewise, as “a servant of Jesus 

Christ, called to be”—a manager. 

A Christian employer or manager 
should never forget that he is primarily 
a servant. This‘will keep him from 
being pompous about his authority, and 
will give him a proper sense of values 
on which to base his decisions and 
actions. Not only is he a servant of 
many different people, but he is also, 
and should be first of all, a servant of 
Jesus Christ. 

The Christian businessman should re- 
gard himself as a trustee or steward, 
appointed by the Lord and accountable 
for his stewardship to the Lord. His 
principal incentive in business should 
be to hear the Lord’s commendation, 
“Well done, thou good and faithful 
servant” (Matt. 25:21). His principal 
textbook, among all the business books 
and technical papers he must read to 
keep up with developments and trends, 
should be the Bible; and of all the con- 
ferences and meetings on his schedule, 
the most important should be those 
with the Lord, his real Boss. In other 
words, a Christian businessman, above 
all else, should be~ faithful in seeking 
God’s will through prayer and study 
of his Bible. 

The Lord Jesus said, “Ye call me 
Master and Lord: and ye say well; for 
soI am” (John 13:13). And Colossians 
4:1 is particularly appropriate for em- 
ployers, reminding them that they “also 
have a Master in heaven.” 


The Chief Executive 

From these and other Scripture pas- 
Sages, it is obvious that a Christian busi- 
hessman should regard the Lord as his 
Chief Executive, should seek to please 
Him in what he says and does in the 
conduct of his business, and should en- 
deavor at all times to be a humble, sin- 
cere witness for Christ and His grace. 
His job is all summed up in Paul’s 
words, “a servant of Jesus Christ.” 

Not only is the Christian business 
Manager a servant of the Lord; he is 
also 'a servant of many different people 
and groups of people. For example, he 
is a servant of the stockholders of his 
company. They hired him to be their 
Manager, and placed their money in 
his hands as “capital.” They rightfully 
expect him so to manage the business 
that they will receive as dividends a 
Teasonable return on their investment. 
Because of the income tax of 52 per 
cent which must be taken from the 
earnings before any dividend can be 
Paid, and because of inflation which 
Tequires twice as many dollars now as 
ten years ago to carry on business op- 
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This is the second of two articles by

erations, managers are finding it in- 
creasingly difficult to make a _ satisfac- 
tory profit. Nevertheless, the executive 
must do the best he can to reduce costs 
by improved methods and machinery, 
and to increase volume by stimulating 
sales, never forgetting, if he be a Chris- 
tian, to ask for God’s wisdom and guid- 
ance. 

The business manager is also a serv- 
ant of his customers. Having induced 
them to buy the company’s products, 
it is his responsibility to see that they 
get their money’s worth. If a Christian, 
he will'strive to be scrupulously honest 
and considerate in his dealings with 
them; to be otherwise would bring dis- 
credit on his Christian profession and, 
incidentally, would be suicidal for his 
business. If a Christian, he will be a 
fair competitor, working hard to get 
business on the merit of the product, 
but not stooping to misleading adver- 
tising, bribery of any kind, liquor par- 
ties, or any other practice unworthy of 
a Christian. 

A business executive should be a 
servant of his community. There are 
many worth-while projects in the com- 
munity deserving his personal support 
and the support of his company. Some 
dedicated Christian businessmen hold 
themselves aloof from civic activities, 
probably on the ground that a Christian 
should be interested in the _ spirit- 
ual, rather than the material, welfare

of those about him. Such aloofness, it 
seems to me, will be misunderstood by 
unbelievers and can actually hurt our 
Christian testimony before them. A 
Christian executive, I believe, should 
stand always ready, as a good citizen, 
to serve good causes in his community. 

A businessman is certainly a servant 
of the government. His company works 
Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday of 
each week for Uncle Sam, since about 
half of its earnings go to Washington in 
taxes. Also, he and his company are 
subject to innumerable laws, regula- 
tions, and rulings, and there are cease- 
less reports to be made out for vari- 
ous branches of .various governments. 
Whether he likes all this or not, let the 
executive remember that as an Ameri- 
can he still enjoys more personal free- 
dom than almost anybody living else- 
where in the world, and let him, in 
gratitude to God for this freedom, strive 
to be a faithful and law-abiding serv- 
ant and citizen. 


Servant of All 

Finally a business executive is a serv- 
ant.of his employees. This is expressed: 
in a remarkably modern way by Ephe- 
sians 6:9 (Phillips’ translation) as fol- 
lows:| “And as for you, employers, be 
as conscientious and responsible to- 
wards those who serve you as you ex- — 
pect them to be towards you, neither 
misusing the power over others that 
has been put in your hands, nor for- 
getting that you are responsible your- 
selves to a Heavenly Employer Who 
makes no distinction between master 
and man.” 

The Christian manager or employer 
should regard the employees of his 
company as individuals for whom God 
has given him a special responsibility. 
They and their dependents are looking 
to him and to his leadership for a live- 
lihood, not just for a week or for a 
month, but perhaps for a lifetime. Per- 
haps some of them will be succeeded 
in the employ of his company by their 
children and grandchildren, and all will 
look to the management for vigorous 
and wise leadership. 

Someone has said that the greatest 
enemy of the workingman is the em-

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ployer who fails to make a profit. This 
is essentially true, because without prof- 
its there can be no sick and hospitali- 
zation benefits, no retirement plan, no 
company-financed life insurance, no 
paid vacations, no bonuses, no steady 
employment—in fact, without profits, 
there will soon be no employment at 
all. 

Once this is understood by all the 
employees of a company, a good basis 
for team work will have been estab- 
lished. Every person working for the 
company will then realize that he is 
an important member of the team, and 
if he is the right kind of an employee, 
he will do all he can to make the com- 
pany’s operations successful and prof- 
itable. To build up such a co-opera- 
tive and enthusiastic team spirit is one 
of the principal duties of the business 
executive, and, if he be a Christian, he 
will feel the need of God’s guidance in 
this important matter and will pray for 
God’s help. 

Employees have many needs other 
than their weekly, pay checks, and it is 
management’s privilege to help supply 
Some of these needs. Let me give just 
a few examples out of thousands of 
ways in which management can be, of 
assistance either directly or by en- 
couraging the employees to help them- 
selves: a blood bank for emergency 
needs; assistance with income tax re- 
turns; advice regarding home purchases; 
help with bank loans, when justified; 
visits to the sick; flowers for the_hos- 
pitalized; correspondence with boys in 
the armed service; sick and. disability 
benefits; safety precautions in the plant 
and at home; legal assistance in making 
wills, and so on. Perhaps, as my com- 
pany has found out for the past fifteen 
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years, a company chaplain can be very 
helpful. 

Some folks sneer.at management ac- 
tivities of the kind I have referred to, 
on the grounds that they are paternal- 
istic. But why is it wrong for a Chris- 
tian executive to take a “fatherly” in- 
terest in the welfare of the employees 
and endeavor to be useful and helpful 
in every way possible? 

Others say that most of such activities 
are possible only with small companies 
and are not entirely practical for large 
companies. Maybe so; nevertheless, 
much can be done by management even 
in large enterprises, to render service 
of many kinds to employees. Certainly 
mere size is no excuse for lack of inter- 
est or for not trying. 

And in a small company—say, one 
with 500 or fewer employees—it is 
possible for an executive to know 
personally and by name ali of the em- 
ployees. He should take a warm inter- 
est in every individual; if he does so, 
he will find waiting for him, to chal- 
lenge his ingenuity and his concern, a 
thousand different ways in which to be 
helpful to all of his fellow workers— 
that is, all the employees of his com- 
pany. 

To be an employer or manager in- 
volves great privileges, but also many 
grave’ responsibilities. To discharge 
these responsibilities properly, he needs 
at all times to seek God’s guidance 
and assistance and to remember that 
he is, first and foremost, a servant of 
Jesus Christ. An excellent motto for 
him is Colossians 3:23: “And whatso- 
ever ye do, do it heartily, as to the 
Lord, and not unto men.”

Stockbridge, June, 1752 
E good man who has chosen me 
for his bride has sent a young mes- 
senger from Néwark, with two horses, 
to conduct my honored mother and my- 
self to New Jersey. He says, “There is 
plenty of Scripture for it. Did not 
Isaac thus send for Rebekah?” I am to 
ride Nimrod, Mr. Burr’s great admira- 
tion and pride. I am glad to go. I 
suppose I feel some as did Christiana, 
in “Pilgrim’s Progress,” when she had 
summons to follow her husband. Is it 
wrong to think of my new home as the 
type of Heaven? I hope it is not wrong 
to feel so. I had to kiss the bark of the 
elm tree, that stands in front of my 
window, and where I have so often 
watched the returning robins, as they 
built their nests and reared their young, 
and then taught them to fly away; and 
now I am to stretch my wings and go, 
after their example. But, mine are the 
wings of the dove! 
When we mounted the hill, on our 
way toward: West Stockbridge, I was 
fain to turn again and look back on 


the lovely little town in the valley, and 
the surrounding mountains in their 
grandeur. On either side stood the 
hills, lately clothed with new verdure; 
between them, the beautiful intervales, 
beneath which crept the river, the 
smooth-gliding Housatonic, and where 
were feeding the cattle. I shut my 
eyes if I might fix the picture and make 
it mine forever, and then rode on with 
my companions. And soon Nimrod, 
with his eager spirit, gave me enough 
to attend to. He seemed to know he 
was taking me to his master. 

We took the turnpike to the Hudson. 
The road having been lately mended, 
our progress was slow. Indeed, there 
were some passages where the men 
were still at work picking out the stones 
and the stumps. But, even this gave 
us all the more leisure to look at the 
beautiful woods, and to hear the brooks 
full of glancing fish, bubbling by the 
roadside. The birds were very lively 
with their songs, and the bushy-tailed 
squirrels were full of their pranks. The 
early dews, too, were dropping on the 
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leaves. And soon my steed, having 
come to know his rider, moved on 
obediently, and as though more than 
satisfied with his burden. Our riding 
companion, who has just graduated at 
the College, was not very talkative, 
though quite enough so for me. My 
dear mother, who was with us—but, ah, 
only a mother could know the solilo- 
quies going on in her heart. She hid 
all those mother-thoughts, even from 
me. I am afraid, it sometimes seemed 
to her, that she was accompanying her 
Isaac, to a place that God would tell 
her of—for the altar. 


On Sloop, Hudson River 


Now I know what a grand river is, 
Our own Connecticut at Northampton, 
as it sweeps along through the wide in- 
tervales, especially in the springtime, 
when its bosom is full, is a very im- 
pressive sight: but the scene is still 
rather picturesque, than grand. There 
is an attractive softness about the whole 
landscape. The mountains are distant, 
and not so high. But, here the moun- 
tains crowd up to the very banks of 
the river, as if to dispute its progress to 
the sea; as sometimes to the eye, while 
we move along through their fastnesses, 
they seem actually to have done.

Though short in stature, 
compared with my honored father, who 
is very tall; and though of a delicate 
frame, like my father, he is all energy 
and zeal; moving here and there and 
everywhere, almost like a flash- of light. 
And yet he is modest and unassuming, 
though everywhere at his ease, courte- 
ous, too, and obliging to all. He has 
been pastor here for fifteen years, and 
he is almost his people’s idol. And now 
I have come to address myself to the 
duties of a pastor’s wife, in which, 
although I have my mother as an eX- 
ample, I am so unlike her that the task 
does not seem an easy one. She begat

her married life at seventeen. I begin 
mine at 18-19. Mr. Burr has acquired 
the reputation here, of being a lover of 
hospitality. His door is always open, 
and his board always full. He is a boun- 
tiful giver, and though himself abstemi- 
ous at the table, he wants to see it 
generously furnished, and, as he has 
the means to do it, I shall try to gratify 
him; though it will be very much better 
provided than our own table, at my 
father’s house, where everything was 
as simple and plain as possible. Though 
in Northampton and Stockbridge, Mr. 
and Mrs. Edwards were careful to ful- 
fill the injunction, “Use hospitality ... 
without grudging.” The stranger was 
always welcome.

My husband, Mr. Burr, has persuaded 
me to take up Latin with him. I had 
learned it a little in our home at 
Northampton, where was much teach- 
ing of the classics. And last evening he 
read with me a letter of the Roman 
orator Cicero, addressed in his exile, 
“To His Dear Terentia, His Little Tullia, 
Mr. Burr 


believes it to be genuine. Mr. Burr 


was speaking of Cicero’s surprise that’ 


great calamity should have overtaken 
one, whose wife had so faithfully wor- 
shiped the gods, and who had himself 
been so serviceable to man, and ‘said 
it reminded him of what the Tempter 
says of the patriarch, “Doth Job fear 
God for naught?” And then he re- 
marked the effeminate sensibility of 
the writer, who says he would write 
oftener, did not writing make his grief 
at their separation more insupportable, 
drawing a parallel to their advantage 
with the words of Job, “Though he slay 
me, yet will I trust in him”! This is a 
habit with Mr. Burr. It is as though 
he carried the two worlds in his mind 
in that parallel manner. 


Newark, 1752 
It has been a great refreshment to my 
soul today to hear again Mr. Edwards, 
my honored father, from the pulpit. 
I still think there is none like him. He 
was corresponding member of the Pres- 
byterian Synod, which sat here, and he 
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preached from James 2:19. It was es- 
pecially grateful to his daughter to wit- 
ness, in this strange land, how eagerly 
his words were received, especially by 
all of the ministers. There are those in 
two continents who honor«and revere 
his name, though Northampton, in her 
worldly pride, cast him out and spat 
upon him. I never recall that, with Jut 
thinking of how Absalom and those 
that felt with him, treated David the 
king in his exile from his throne. It 
was Absalom in both cases, a young 
upstart in his pride, who was most 
officious. I shall yet live to see how 
humbly some of those people. will re- 
turn with confession and tears. Though 
this is not becoming in a minister’s 
daughter and a minister’s wife.

Mr. Burr read to me again. from the 
letters of Cicero to his wife and chil- 
dren. In this letter, as Mr. Burr trans- 
lated it, occurs this passage: “It is our 
very virtue, which has brought us dis- 
grace. We have committed no other 
fault than that of surviving our own 
good fortune.” The great Roman, Mr. 
Burr said, wonders that virtue should 


be so maligned and punished. The . 


greater apostle could say to the elders 
of the church at Ephesus, “None of 
these things move me, neither count I 
my life dear unto myself, so that I 
might finish my course with joy.” And 
a greater than the apostle has put it 
among the beatitudes of His kingdom, 
“Blessed are ye, when men shall revile 
you, and persecute you, and shall say 
all manner of evil against you falsely, 
for my sake.” What a contrast between 
the triumphant Christian martyr [Paul], 
and the puzzled and discouraged feeling 
of the pagan philosopher. Terentia, as 
he had said before, had done what she 
could to appease the gods by her piety, 
and he to propitiate the people by his 
service. But, this combination of re- 
ligion and morality did not protect 
them. They did not seem to know that 
God’s real children are made perfect 
through suffering. This is the Christian 
mystery, to which the Master introduces 
us.

Christian Fellowship Tour 
Again Goes to Hawaii 


ESERVATIONS have been made at 
the Royal Hawaiian and Moana 
Hotels on Waikiki Beach; the Kena 
Palms Hotel on the Island of Hawaii; 
and the Coco Palm Lodge on Kauai. 

The tour to the Hawaiian Islands. will 
start from Chicago October 19, return- 
ing thereto November 8 and will visit 
during a portion of that time what will 
become America’s 50th state. Hawaii 
has actually been a part of the United - 
States since 1898, when, at the request 
of the Hawaiian people and their royal 
family, the eight islands were annexed 
by this country. 

The total area of Hawaii is about 
double the size of Yellowstone National 
Park, namely 6,412 square miles, di- 
vided among the Islands as follows: 
Hawaii, 4,015; Maui, 728; Oahu, 598; 
Kauai, 547; Molokai, 261; Lanai, 139; 
Niihau, 73; Kahoolawe, 44; and a num- 
ber of smaller isles with about 6 square 
miles of area. 

Under King Kamehameha, all the 
islands were united in one kingdom in 
1795; but the people needed markets 
for sugar, pineapples, and other prod- 
ucts and they decided that if they 
affiliated with the U. S. their future 
might be prosperous, and thig, antici- 
pation has indeed been realized. Prot- 
estant missionaries from the United 
States. were extremely influential in

Approach to the Lesson 


OLITICALLY this lesson marks 
P the transition in Israel from the 

rule of judges to the rule of kings. 
Samuel is the last of the judges; Saul 
is the first of the kings. But spiritually 
it marks Israel’s rejection of the theoc- 
racy (God’s-rule) and the beginning of 
her reliance upon a succession of hu- 
man kings. 


The people’s desire for a king seemed 
plausible. It was based on two reasons. 
(1) Samuel’s sons were unworthy men; 
why should the nation be subjected to 
their control? (2) The surrounding 
people felt the need of kings to defend 
and lead them into battle; why should 
Israel be a glaring exception to the 
rule? (cf. 1 Sam. 8:5, 20.) 


The elevation of Saul to the kingship 
must be seen’ from both the divine and 
the human point of view. What was 
God’s part in the choice of a king? 
Israel, although officially spurning His 
control, were still His chosen people. 
The Almighty did not disown or de- 
stroy them because of their wicked 
‘choice. God is love. His loving-kind- 
ness is infinite. He yielded to the de- 
sires of the people and miraculously 
directed them to the man of His choos- 
ing (cf. 1 Sam. 9:16; 10:21; 2 Sam. 21:6). 


And what was man’s part in the 
transaction? Saul was set apart to his 
task in three distinct stages. First, 
Samuel, privately anointed him King. 
Second, he was publicly selected by the 
drawing of lots. Third, he was officially 
installed in office (cf. 1 Sam. 10:1, 21; 
11:15).

Verse by Verse 


1 Sam. 10:17—‘And Samuel called 
the people together unto the Lord to 
Mizpeh ...” Mizpeh, about eight miles 
north of Jerusalem, was the site of the 
mighty revival under Samuel years 
earlier and of the .wictory over the 
Philistines (1 Sam. 7:5-11). Compare 
1 Samuel 7:5 with 10:17. The first as- 
sembly was for reformation; the second 
for the selection of a king. 


Verse 18.—‘And said ... Thus saith 
the Lord ...I brought up Israel out of 
Egypt, ard delivered you out of the 
hand of the Egyptians . . . and of them 
that oppressed you...” Samuel was a 
spokesman (prophet) for God. Through 
his dedicated lips the Almighty re- 
viewed His gracious dealings with Is- 
rael through the years. How often He 
had revealed Himself as their trium- 
phant deliverer! Their desire for a 
king meant that they were rejecting 
His leadership. 


Verse 19—“Ye have this day rejected 
your God, who himself saved you... 
and ye have said ... Nay, but set a 
king over us ... present yourselves 
befgre the Lord by your tribes, and... 
thousands.” Samuel chides the nation 
for their stupidity and willful ingrati- 
tude. Why choose an earthly ruler 
when God had ‘been their omnipotent 
ally! Yet if they were determined to 
persist in their folly, the selection of 
their king must be public and divinely 
directed. From among the tribes God 
would reveal His choice. 

Verse 20.—“When Samuel had caused 
all the tribes of Israel to come near, the 
tribe of Benjamin was taken.” Lots 


were either “cast” or “drawn” from an 
urn (cf. Num. 33:54; Josh. 7:14; 18:6, 
,8). Even in New Testament days this 


‘ chosen .. 


procedure was followed (cf. Acts 1: 
26). The purpose was not to gamble 
but to submit to the guidance of the 
Lord. The selection of Benjamin must 


-have seemed strange: it was the small- 


est tribe in Israel (cf. 1 Sam. 9:21). 

Verse 21.—‘When he had caused the 
tribe of Benjamin to come near ... the 
family of Matri was taken, and Saul 
the son of Kish was taken .. . he could 
not be found.” The choice was nar- 
rowed from tribe to lineage to family. 
Saul hid himself for he knew the ver- 
dict in advance. Had not Samuel al- 
ready anointed him King? His self- 
concealment revealed confidence in 
God’s purposes and due modesty (cf. 
‘his words in 1 Sam. 9:21). 

Verse 22—“They enquired of the 
Lord further ... And the Lord an- 
swered ... he hath hid himself among 
the stuff.’ The people were rejecting 
their God, yet in mercy He helped 
them. What an exhibition of grace! 
The knowledge of the Lord embraces 
not only royal affairs but the secret 
places where men hide! 

Verse 23.—“They ‘ran and fetched him 
thence . . . he was higher than any of 
the people from his shoulders and up- 
ward.” Here is a strange inconsistency: 
the people enthusiastically believed 
God concerning’ the hiding place of 
their earthly king while rejecting the 
rule of God Himself. Saul’s natural 
endowments (his stature) and _ initial 
virtues (e.g. his modesty) seemed to 
fit him to be a king. He was a choice, 
“goodly”, young man of noble appear- 
ance and large physical proportions (cf. 
1 Sam. 9:2). ; 

Verse 24—‘“Samuel said to all the 
people, See ye him whom the Lord hath 
. there is none like him..- 
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And all the *people shouted . . . God 
save the king.” The prophet urged the 
people to gaze upon their new king, as 
though to focus his image on their 
memory. He was chosen of the Lord, 
unique in appearance, apparently 
worthy of their shouts of acclamation. 
Already anointed king privately (cf. 1 
Sam. 10:1), Saul is now proclaimed 
king by his people. 

Verse. 25.—“Samuel told the people 
the manner of the kingdom ... wrote it 
ina book ... laid it up before the Lord 
... sent all the people away...” King 
or no king, Samuel was still in charge! 
He had warned the people of the dan- 
gers of a kingdom (cf. 1 Sam. 8:11-18). 
But now that the choice was made he 
outlined the nature, powers, and lim- 
itations of. the kingdom, and laid the 
record in or near the ark of the cove- 


* nant which was still at Kirjath-jearim 


(cf. 1 Sam. 7:2). Samuel’s writing 
seems to be the first sacred composition 
since the days of Moses. 


Verse 26—“Saul also went home to 
Gibeah ... there went with him a band 
of men, whose hearts God had touched.” 
The newly chosen king was still obedi- 
ent to the man of God! The stately 
young giant returned to Gibeah, his 
home (cf. 1 Sam. 11:4), a few miles 
north of Jerusalem in the territory of 
Benjamin. At the start he was favor- 
ably surrounded by men divinely pre- 
pared to aid him in his royal tasks. 


Verse 27.—“But the children of Belial 
said, How shall this man save us? And 
they despised him . brought him 
no presents ... he held his peace.” 
“Belial” means “worthlessness” (cf. 1 
Sam. 2:12). A worthless minority, dis- 
gruntled perhaps because they or their 
friends had not been chosen king (was 
not Saul from the smallest tribe?), re- 
fused to show their allegiance by bring- 
ing gifts to the new monarch and ridi- 
culed his power to save the nation. 
Their disloyalty affords Saul an oppor- 
tunity to show self-control (“he held his 
peace”) and magnanimity (cf. 1 Sam. 
za: 12, 13).

The Heart of the Lesson 

This lesson and the next (‘“Saul’s 
Tragic Failure”) must be-seen as a unit.

Israel made a false and deadly choice. 
For centuries God had been their leader, 
firmly but lovingly directing them, pro- 
viding for their needs, disciplining 


. them when necessary, but tenderly car- 


ing for them always. Now the nation 
Teached a crossroad of decision. Should 
She continue in God’s way or start out 
on her own? She rejected God (cf. 1 
Sam. 8:7) and started on a downward

path which ultimately led to disunity, 
confusion, and captivity. 

But having made her choice, Israel at 
first seemed to prosper. In grace God 
led her to an excellent young man. 
His name was Saul. He would be her 
first king. His qualifications seemed 
superb. 

In the first place, he was the choice 
of the very God whose control the 
nation had spurned. Had not the Lord 
sent Saul to Samuel for anointing? Had 
not the lot publicly fallen in Saul’s 
favor? What could be more propitious? 

In the second place, the young na- 
tional hero had a marvelous physique. 
He was a “goodly” man and towered 
above his fellows. Men could look up 
to him in more ways than one! Would 
he not impress delegates from foreign 
courts? Would he not be outstanding 
in a parade? Would he not terrify his 
foes in battle? 

In the third place, Saul had attributes 
of true nobility. He was humble. When 
Samuel said to him, “And on whom is 
all the desire of Israel? Is it not on 
thee ...” (1 Sam. 9:20), he protested, 
pleading the smallness of his tribe and 
the insignificance of his family (v. 21). 
He was modest. Knowing that the lot 
would fall upon him (for Samuel had 
already anointed him), he hid himself 
from the people. It took a special reve- 
lation from the Lord to reveal his hid- 
ing place! (cf. 1 Sam. 10:22.) He was 
self-controlled. When envious, disloyal 
men opposed him, he “held his peace” 
(1 Sam. 10:27). He was directed of 
the Holy Spirit: (cf. 1 Sam. 10:6; 11:6),

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and he was a fearless warrior and strat- 
egist. 

In tit fourth place, the Lord gave 
him a topnotch counselor, Samuel, and 
surrounded him with a band of loyal 
men “whose hearts God had touched” 
(1 Sam. 10:26). How could he possibly 
fail? Surely his kingdom would en- 
dure! 

But no! It was founded upon a false 
choice. It would have its temporary 
glories, it would win passing applause. 
But tragedy would lurk in the shadows. 

Reject God and in spite of seeming 
successes the inevitable end is loss! 


Topics for Development 

Anointing. In Old Testament days 
oil was used to consecrate men to God. 
Saul was anointed king. Prophets were 
anointed to their holy office as spokes- 
men for the Lord (cf. 1 Kings 19:16, 
where the anointing of both king and 
prophet is mentioned). Priests were 
also set apart with oil to their holy 
functions (cf. Lev. 4:3). 

The Lord Jesus was Israel’s: Messiah 
(Christos, Greek), the anointed one of 
God. His baptism was in some respects 
His coronation. The Holy Spirit, like 
anointing oil, came upon Him. In Him 
were combined the offices of the three 
classes of men anointed in previous 
days. He is the prophet of the ages, 
priest forever, and king everlasting. 

Today believers receive the “unction” 
(chrisma, Greek, i.e., “anointing”) of the 
Holy Spirit (cf. 1 John 2:20, 27) for 
spiritual understanding as well as for 
service. The spirit illumines the eyes 
and prepares the heart. Our task is 
to keep constantly yielded to Him. 


Practical Applications 

Israel decided to “keep up with the 
Joneses” (the other nations), to have her 
own king even though it meant an 
abandonment of God’s leadership. Do 
we ever minimize the things of the 
Lord in order to keep up with the 
crowd? 

Saul was faithful in seeking the lost 
asses and wound up with a kingdom. 
Faithfulness in that which is least is 
the daily duty of God’s people. The 
end thereof is an abundant entrance 
into the everlasting Kingdom of God. 

Saul hid himself when promoted and 
held his peace when despised. Think 
it over! Not too easy, is it? 

Revenge can be sweet. Saul had his 
enemies at his mercy but forgave them 
(cf. 1 Sam. 11:13). How much more 
should we forgive! Compare 1 Samuel 
11:13 with Ephesians 4:32. ‘ 


Golden Text 

1 Sam. 12:24—“Only fear the Lord, 
and serve him in truth with all your 
heart: for consider how great things 
he hath done for you.” This is Sam- 
uel’s appeal to an exclusive and total 
dedication of heart and service to God. 
An incentive to such dedication is the 
remembrance of God’s mercies, which 
are a reflection of His loving nature 
and a guarantee of His continuing con- 
cern for His people.

“And Samuel called the people .. . to 
Mizpeh” (1 Sam. 10:17).—The meaning 
of “Mizpeh” is “watch tower” (Gen. 31: 
49). It is significant that Mizpeh had 
such a prominent place in the life of 
Samuel (1 Sam. 7:5, 7, 11, 12, 16). He 
could have said what the watchman in 
Israel said at a later ‘date: “I stand con- 
tinually upon the watchtower in the 
daytime, and I am set in my ward 
whole nights” (Isa. 21:8). Like Ha- 
bakkuk, he could say, “I will stand 
upon my watch, and set me upon the 
tower, and will watch to see what he 
will say unto me.” 

In New Testament language, can we 
not say that Paul exhorted believers 
to live at Mizpeh? He said, “Praying 
always with all prayer and supplication 
in the Spirit, and watching thereunto 
with all perseverance .. .” (Eph. 6:18). 

It has been said that Mizpeh is “ap- 
propriate for those who would rightly 
survey the past and the future, and 
heed the admonitions with which God 
would address them.” 

A preacher, while watching a marble 
cutter at work, exclaimed, “I wish I 
could deal such clanging blows on 
stony hearts!” The workman replied, 
“Maybe you could if you worked like 
me, on your knees.” 

“Thus saith the Lord God of Israel, I 
brought up Israel out of Egypt...” (1 
Sam. 10:18)—The people were being 
reminded of the beginning of their na- 
tional history. They were but slaves 
under the lash of the cruel taskmasters, 
in Egypt, when the Lord undertook 
and accomplished their complete de- 
liverance. 

He had also delivered them from the 
enemies encountered in the wilderness, 
and those who opposed their entrance 
into Canaan. 

They should have been profoundly 
thankful to God for all His powerful 
deliverances, and should also have said, 
. “We wish Him to continue reigning 
over us-as King.” But such was not 
the case; they wanted a change!

“And ye have this day rejected your 
God .. .” (1 Sam. 10:19).—Israel 
would not have Jehovah reign over 
them, although He did so much for 
them. And when God was manifest in 
flesh, in the person of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, Israel still rejected Him. Their 
attitude was, “We will not have this 
man to reign over us.” They cried, “We 
have no king but Caesar.” 

Here is a contrast! In a certain coun- 
try abroad, in years gone by, whenever 
the Apostles’ Creed was repeated in 
public, the noblemen, gentlemen, and 
men-at-arms would unsheathe’ the 
swords they carried—and would not 
sheathe them again until the Creed was 
finished—just as they did when their 
kings were crowned. 

They meant it as a sign that God was 
their King: and that they were in 
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earnest when they said that He was. 
And they would show their earnestness, 
if needs be, by fighting and dying for 
that God to whom they owed their all! 

“... and ye have said unto him, Nay 
...” (1 Sam. 10:19).—Theix, will vio- 
lently clashed with His. Instead of de- 
lighting in, or even being resigned to it, 
they insisted on having a king like unto 
the nations round.about them! 

How they regretted this defiance 
when they saw the king of their choice 
take the choicest of their sons, daugh- 
ters, servants, fields, vineyards, and 
oliveyards, as they were told in advance 
he would do! (1 Sam. 8:9-18.) 

The will of the Father shall not be 
“done in earth, as it is in heaven” until 
the Lord Jesus reigns over the earth in 
power, peace, and righteousness. But 
it certainly should be done in the lives 
of believers today. 

A Sunday school teacher asked his 
class, “How do you think the angels 
and happy spirits do the will of God 
in Heaven, since they are to be our 
pattern?” One child answered, “They 
do it immediately”; the second, “They 
do it diligently”; the third, “They do 
it always”; the fourth, “They do it with 
all their hearts”; the fifth, “They do it all 
together.” There was a pause, then the 
sixth said, “They do it without asking 
any questions!” 

“See ye him whom the Lord hath 
chosen...” (1 Sam. 10:24).—When they 
deliberately rejected the Lord who was 
their King (12:12), God in His grace 
gave them the best He could under 
their insistence. They should have re- 
called the fact that their fathers lusted 
exceedingly for flesh in the wilderness, 
and the Lord “gave them their request; 
but sent leanness into their soul” (Psa. 
106: 15). 

“Only fear the Lord, and serve him 
...” (1 Sam. 12:24).—Twice in chapter 
12 Samuel reminds the people of their 
wickedness in asking a king. And they, 
themselves, called it an “evil.” Yet, if 
they would even now fear the Lord 
and serve Him in truth, it should be 
well with them. Surely our God is 
“rich in mercy”!

AY, fellows, here is an _ instance 


where God permitted His people to 
have their own unwise way. For about 
300 years following the conquest of Ca- 
naan, the Israelites had been ruled by 
judges, men (and one woman: Deborah) 
for the most part of no exceptional talent 
or worthiness, but representing divine 
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appointment. Samuel was the last of 
the thirteen judges who ruled, and it 
was in his time that Israel demanded 
to be ruled by a king, “To judge us like 
all the nations,” they said (1 Sam. 8: 
5). ‘This was really rebellion against 
God, as well as “copycatting” the 
heathen nations surrounding: them. 
Samuel remonstrated with them, but 
they insisted. Then Samuel prayed 
unto the Lord to know what to do. And 
he must have been surprised when God 
told him to “hearken unto the voice of 
the people in all they say unto thee, for 
they have not rejected thee, but they 
have rejected me, that I should not 
reign over them” (1 Sam. 8:7). 

Then it was that Saul was chosen 
king, and there began a period of mis- 
rule by king after king which caused 
political chaos and much suffering in 
Israel. ‘ 

Saul apparently made a good start; 
he was an exceptional .young fellow, 
strong, courageous, and modest; but sin 
and rebellion against God was in the 
transaction and the nation was plunged 
into new disasters. Next week, our 
lesson subject is entitled “Saul’s Tragic 
Failure.”

After the great. victory of which 
Sandra wrote, the Philistines did not 
bother Israel again while Samuel was 
the leader of the nation. But when he 
was old, the elders of Israel came and 
told Samuel that they did not want his 
sons to be judges over them, they 
wanted a king. 1 Samuel 8:6 tells how 
Samuel felt about this. (It displeased 
him.) What did he do? (He prayed 
about it.) If you and I can learn to 
pray when something displeases us, we 
will be kept from saying wrong things. 
The Lord told Samuel to tell the Is- 
raelites what their king would be like, 
but even after that, they still insisted 
that they wanted one. 

Soon after this, the Lord showed 
Samuel the man who was to be their 
king. Read 1 Samuel 9:15, 16. The 
Lord told Samuel that He would send 
the right man to him. Saul did not 
have the least idea that he was being 
sent to Samuel. He was out hunting 
lost donkeys and went to consult Sam- 
uel as to where they were. Read 1 
Samuel 9:17-20. So Saul learned from 
Samuel that the donkeys were found, 
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and also that he was to become king. 
Notice the preparation Samuel gave 
Saul for his new position—instruction 
from the Word of God. 

~ Read 1 Samuel 10:17-21. Samuel had 
gathered the nation together to meet 
their new king, but he got an attack of 
bashfulness and hid among the people’s 
luggage! When he was found, every- 
one saw what a fine, big'man he was, 
and they shouted, “God save the king.” 
Read verses 25-27. Then Saul returned 
home with a band of men whose hearts 
God had touched. Saul’s appearance 
was mm his favor and this chapter ends 
showing something nice about his: char- 
acter. He said nothing to, or about, the 
people who openly despised him. Next 
Sunday we will find out what sort of 
king he made.

I am sorry to say Samuel’s sons did 
not start in the right direction; at least, 
they did not end up being honest, obe-

father or mother helps, but it does not 
make one a good boy or girl. Eli’s sons 
were a disgrace to him and to God. 
Samuel’s sons were willing to be unfair 
judges if bribed. Listen to their story. 
(Read aloud 1 Sam. 8:1-3, omitting the 
phrases with too difficult vocabulary in

on the map? You cannot exactly blame 
the people for wanting a change of 
government. What we may call a large

v. 3, or paraphrasing them.) 


committee of leading men came to 
make complaint and suggest a change. 
(Read vv. 4-7.) Who was their real 
king? What does “rejected” mean? Did 
they know what a king would do to 
them? (Tell of some of the disadvan- 
tages’ given in vv. 11-17.) But like the 
rest of us, they wanted what they 
wanted, and would not be satisfied till 
they got it! So God promised them a 
king. 

He was tall and handsome, just the 
kind of king they’ would like. Do you 
know the story about the lost donkeys 
and how Saul learned he was chosen 
to be king? (Tell or have the story in 
9:3 to 10:1 told.) 

Then the day came when the public 
announcement of the new king was to 
be made. The people did not vote for 
their new king; Samuel did not choose 
the king; God chose him. That the 
people might know this, they drew lots, 
a way that God used in those days to 
show His will. The lot drawn was for 
the tribe of Benjamin. Then lots were 
drawn among the families in that tribe, 
and so on till it narrowed down to Saul. 
But where was Saul? He could not be 
found! Frightened perhaps at the re- 
sponsibility, fearing others would be 
jealous and make trouble, he had hid- 
den! When they asked the Lord, He 
told them where to look for Saul. At 
last Saul was brought, and Samuel in- 
troduced him to the people. Tall, hand- 
some, looking every inch a king, the 
people cheered him, “God save the 
king.” Then Samuel announced God’s 
rules for the king and people, wrote 
them in a book, and put it in the Tab- 
ernacle before God. 

No palace, no throne! But God put 
it into the hearts of some men to go 
with Saul as bodyguards and helpers. 
Samuel later warned both people and

Good old Sam- 
uel warns you just as he did Saul.

It was true in the very 
long ago. When one’s own way is the 
opposite of God’s way, it is a sad thing 
indeed. 

God has always wanted His people 
to be different from other people. He 
longs to have others notice that His 
children live differently, act differently, 
and work differently.

They wanted to be like 
ether people. They did not want to 
be different from others, as God wanted 
them to be. 

God’s people might just as well have 
put a dagger in Samuel’s heart. He 
knew that it. was not God’s will for 
His people to have a king. He knew 
that probably the only reason that they 
wanted a king was so that they would 
become rich and be the winners when 
they went to war. But God did not 
want them to have a king. Samuel 
knew, therefore, that having a king 
would not be good for God’s people. 
At once he prayed to the Lord. And at 
once God spoke to Samuel. “Do not 
worry, Samuel,” God seemed to say. 
“The people are not against you. You 
have not done wrong. The people are 
not against you—they are against Me. 
They do not want Me to be their king.” 

God had known from the very be- 
ginning that His people would turn 
their backs on Him (Deut. 17:14-20). 
He knew that they would want a king 
they could see. He wanted them to 
worship Him alone as king. But God 
never forces anyone anywhere to wor- 
ship Him. God allows His people to 
Choose for themselves. But, oh, how 
Sad it makes Him when His people 
choose not to worship and obey Him!

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Samuel knew that for God’s people to 
have a king would be hard for them, 
He warned them that it would cost 
them a lot (1 Sam. 8:11-18). But God’s 
people refused to obey Samuel (whose 
message was really God’s message). 
And they insisted, “We will have a king 
over us!” Instead of being sorry for 
wanting their own way and asking 
God’s forgiveness, the people deter- 
mined all the more to have what they 
wanted. 

After Samuel had warned God’s peo- 
ple against having a king, God spoke to 
Samuel. “Let them have their own 
way,” he said. “Get them’a king.” And 
the Lord told Samuel in his ear (the 
Bible says—9:15), just who the king 
was to be. And the very next day 
Samuel saw the young man who was 
to become the king. His name was 
Saul.

He was not willing to have Christ 
as his very life and be obedient to and 
dependent upon Him as one of His 
humble followers.

Paul in his Epistles shows repeatedly 
that the keeping of the Law, even to 
the best of our ability, cannot justify 
us in God’s sight, for the slightest in- 
fraction makes us guilty of the whole 
Law (Jas. 2:10). Only One has per- 
fectly kept God’s righteous Law, and 
only as we trust in Him as our substi- 
tute and depend upon Him as our life 
can we satisfy God’s perfect standard. 
When we are willing to deny self and 
to take up our cross of death to self 
and follow Christ, we permit the un- 
hindered working out in our lives of 
the great miracle of crucifixion with 
Christ, and we enjoy the practical ex- 
perience of Christ living in us (Gal. 2: 
20), controlling our acts and counter- 
acting the desires of the old nature, so 
that we may do and say those things 
that will please God and make us His 
“profitable” servants.

mony. The supreme incentive, there- 
fore, is not just to endure but to re- 
spond so that He may be glorified. 
Paul expressed this when he revealed 
that his heart’s desire was that he might 
“know him . . . and the fellowship of 
his sufferings’ (Phil. 3:10). Our minds 
can scarcely begin to comprehend that 
to us is offered the privilege of fellow- 
ship with God Himself, and it is in the 
midst of suffering that the opportunity 
reaches its greatest height, for unto the 
Christian “it is given in the behalf of 
Christ, not only to believe on him, but 
also to suffer for his sake” (Phil. 1:29). 

James H. Brookes pointed out that 
“God had one Son without sin, but not 
one son without suffering.” Despite its 
inevitability, the fact of suffering in 
our life should not overshadow the 





challenge of Scripture that we are to 
“think it not strange concerning the 
fiery trial . . . as though some strange 
thing happened” (1 Pet. 4:12), but 
rather to understand “what the will of 
the Lord is.” And it is only by know- 
ing the Word of the Lord about suffer- 
ing that, we can ever hope to know the 
will of the Lord for suffering. Then, as 
our understanding begins to grow, we 
can truly begin to draw upon the solace 
in suffering that comes only from Him.

A Gift of Love

ARWELHO of the Chilesso Mission 

in Angola was the evangelist on the 
island of San Tomé, a penal colony, 
right on the equator, and a thousand 
miles from Angola. 

There prisoners were sent, for seven 
years of hard labor, working in the 
cocoa plantation every day, from sun- 
rise to sunset. Many of these prisoners 
were Christians who had committed no 
crime, but who were so poor they could 
not pay their taxes. 

Some years ago Evangelist Carwelho 
visited his old home in Chilesso and 
was a guest of Fadario, one of my 
hospital staff. 

In that home was a little son, Makina, 
who had just passed his sixth\birthday. 
Besides a birthday cake, with one can- 
dle on it, I had given him six angolares 
—worth about eighteen cents—and his 
father had made it up to ten. It was 
the first money the little fellow ever 
had, and it was very precious to him. 

Evangelist Carwelho was talking with 

Makina’s father about his work at San 
Tomé. Of course no meetings could be 
held, he said, until daylight was gone 
and the day’s work in the cocoa plan- 
tations had ended. Then there would 
be a gathering of those lonelyhearted 
men, seeking God’s help and comfort. 
"“And if there is any kerosene in my 
lantern,” Carwelho said, “I read some 
from God’s Word. If there is no kero- 
sene I repeat some verses I know by 
heart.” 

The little six-year-old listened. Those

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last words took hold of him. He began 
to think, “Kerosene—angolares; kero- 
sene—angolares.” 


What did he do? He ran and got his 


precious angolares—not one or two, but 
all ten! He put them in Evangelist 
Carwelho’s hand. “Here are ten ango- 
lares,” he said. “They will buy a little 
kerosene so you can read the good 
Word of God.” : 

I shall never forget that little boy’s 
gift of love, ané God will not forget it.

Mon., Apr. 6.—1 Sam. 8:1-9, 19-22. 
The People Ask for a King. 
PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “Nay; but we will 
have a king over us; that we also may 
be like all the nations.” Israel’s de- 
parture from the Lord grieved Samuel. 
He saw that they had rejected the 
theocracy by which they had been 
governed. (See 1 Sam. 2:10.) They 
wanted to be more like the nations 
about them and not as they were in 
the wilderness when God was king over 
them. ‘In a word, their preferences 
were “worldly” and no longer spiritual. 
Christians need to be warned not to let 
their preferences turn them away from 
holy principles. A God-guided life is 
infinitely better than a self-guided life. 
Pray for a greater missionary forward 
movement in the Orient. 


Tues., Apr. 7.—1 Sam. 9:1, 2, 15-21. 
Saul Is Sent to Samuel. 
PRAYER SuacesTions: “Now the Lord 
had told Samuel in his ear a day before 
Saul came, saying, To morrow about 
this time I will send thee a man out of 
the land of Benjamin .. . anoint him to 
be captain over my people Israel.” God 
often gives men their own way but al- 
ways keeps a tight hand upon them. 
Israel’s misstep cost them dearly in 
later years, but God used their experi- 
ences for discipline and for the ulti- 
mate good of the nation. The provi- 
dence of God appears on almost every 
page of Holy Scripture. While man 
proposes, God always decides the issue. 
Let all who fear God seek to live 
continually “according to the Word.” 
“God’s ways are best; ’tis proved by 
tests.” Pray that- God will lead you 
and guide you in His righteous way. 


Wed., Apr. 8.—1 Sam. 10:1-8. 
Saul Is Anointed. 
PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “Samuel took a 
vial of oil, and poured it upon his head, 
and kissed him, and said, Is it not be- 
cause the Lord hath anointed thee to be 
captain over his inheritance?” In Holy 
Scripture anointing is either with oil 
or spiritual. The head of priests and 
kings was anointed with oil, but with 
servants of Christ the anointing must 
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be one of the Spirit—“anointing from 
the Holy One.” Believers are described 
as having “an unction from the Holy 
One” (1 John 2:20, 27). The special 
kind of anointing needed today by 
many Christians is that mentioned in 
Revelation 3:18: “Anoint thine eyes 
with eyesalve, that thou mayest see.” 
Pray that your eyes may be enlight- 
ened by the Spirit of God to see the 
truth in the Word of God. 


Thurs., Apr. 9.—1 Sam. 10:9-16. 
: Saul Prophesies, 
PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “Is Saul also 
among the prophets?” King Saul 
seemed to have the prophetic gift, but 
he was not in a prophetic state and did 
not have in him as resident the Spirit 
of God. Many in our day similarly have 
these signs of conversion but these 
manifestations often turn out to be an 
emotional thrill. The influence of 
Christianity is such as to make many 
unconverted people enjoy periods of ec- 
stasy and religious vulnerability. But 
these are no more signs of true con- 
versions than the scattering of seed 
upon stony places. One may have the 
benefits of grace without being bene- 
fited by grace. Pray for the conviction 
of the false professors in your com- 
munity. 


- Fri., Apr. 10.—1 Sam. 10:17-25. 


“Long Live the King!” 

PRAYER SuGcEsTIONS: “All the people 
shouted, and said, God save the king.” 
Israel during a period of about 500 
years had a supreme ruler. This was 
previous to the destruction of Jeru- 
salem in 586 B.C. Since then they have 
been without a prince. The real King 
of Glory awaits the Father’s nod for His 
descent from Heaven. Pray for the 
spiritual welfare of the nation of Israel. 


Sat., Apr. 11.—1 Sam. 12:6-15. 
Samuel Warns Israel. 


PRAYER Succestions: “If ye will not 
obey the voice of the Lord .. . then 
shall the hand of the Lord be against 
you.” It is easier to nod the head of 
God than to move ourselves into holy 
directions. Thus many turn their lives 
to God while their hearts are far from 
Him. Obedience is better than sacrifice. 
As sinners, we went our own way but 
as saints, we are to run in the way of 
His commandments. We are not to 
walk according to the course of this 
world or to go in our own ways but in 
God’s ways and in His paths of peace. 
Please note Revelation 22:14. Pray that 
your feet may be swift to move under 
the direction of the Lord. 


Sun., Apr. 12.—1 Sam. 12:19-25. 
The Lord Is Faithful. 
PrayER Svuccestions: “For the Lord 
will not forsake his people for his great 
name’s sake.” The Lord is faithful and 
“preserveth the faithful” (Psa. 31:23). 
He is faithful to forgive us our sins 
and He calls us to be faithful unto 
death and receive the crown of life. We 
live in the midst of a faithless gener- 
ation but God calls upon us to believe.
